Long before the appointed 
hour the hall was packed, and to 
satisfy the crowd an overflow meet~ 
ing was held. 

Mr. Borden was in good form, and 
his audience listened with great at- 
tention. 

In this his first speech in his cam- 
paign from the Pacific back to On- 
tario, he added a seventeenth plank

Canada in such vital essentials must) 


be accorded freedom of judgment as 
perfect and wunfettered as that al- 
ready exercised by portions of thiat 
empire and by Great Britain herself.’’

uded Mr. Borden, at the close of a 
very able and comprehensive state-

has taken great responsibility in im 
posing upon the people a treaty 
which must be observed until it is 
abrogated, Neither Canada nor 
Great Britain can attempt, in the 
face of the world, to deal otherwise 
than fairly according to the terms of 
a treaty made with that great pow- 
er, Japan, But the government of 
Canada made this treaty with full; 
knowledge of the consequences. Did, 
the Liberal representatives from Brit- 
f-h Co’ mbia protest, and why did 
Mir, Macjherson withhold his opposi- 
tion until it was too late?

But, declared Mr. Borden, the views 
of the majority of people of British 
Columbia should prevail, and not) 
those of the Liberals. He spoke of 
Hon. Mr. Fisher’s mission to Japan 
in 1902, after being feted in cere- 
monious Tokyo, and coming back 
with the message that the Japanese 
were a home-loving people, and that 
only merchants, students, tourists, 
and not laborers, would be permitted 
to leave Japan for Canada. Mr. 
Fisher had answered Mr. Clancy in; 
the House to this, effect. Why do we} 
not hear now of that written assur-| 
ance given by Japan to Mr. Fisher ? 
asked Mr. Borden. ‘‘We must con- 
clude either that the British govern-| 
ment deceived parliament on that} 
occasion, or that there are just 
grounds now for the abrogation of 
the treaty.”’ 

Mr. Borden concluded this :hase 
with reference to W. T. R. Preston's

the strongest arguments against the 
Oriental invasion is that when the 
Asiatics land in Canada they be- 
come a community unto themselves.
